Ours ; For tho his Gallantry be an Aſſurance of Sincerity to Ils; yet, iſthere remain 
any probability of His returning into Holland, as upon the Death of His Wiſe, if che on- 
ly be Soveraign , His Iatereſt muſt be divided; Nor will it, according to the Arr of 
Government, become the prudence of any Nation to open the Secrets of their policy to 
One, whom they may be fo Unfortunate, as to part with into a Country that may pol.
